Change In G. T. 
Line. 


Ottawa, June 19th.—An im- 
portant change has been made in 
the location of the G. T. P. 
branch line from Wainwright to 
Calgary. The plans which the 
company filed before the Minister 
of Railways contemplated a 
course so far removed from ‘the 
Town of Carbon as seriously to 
interfere with its prospects. A 
vigorous protest was intered by 
Mr. C. A. Magrath, M. P.. who 
had come to Ottawa from the west 
to look after the matter. He laid 
down the principle that the rail- 
ways should be obliged to spread 
out over the country as much as 
possible, unless some such policy 
of obliging them to diverge is 
adopted, the existing railway 
system cannot commence to meet 
the needs of the people. At pre- 
sent they show a strong dis- 
position to parallel one another. 
After Mr. William Wainwright, 
speaking for the G. T. P. had op- 
posed this argument with regard 
to Carbon, Mr. M. J. Butler, the 
Deputy Minister of Railways, 
who was presiding agreed with 
Mr. Magrath and gave judgement 
that unless insuperable engineer- 
ing difficulties present themselves 
the line must pass within one 
mile of Zarbon. 

When the two new branch lines 
which the Canadian Northern 
and the Canadian Pacific are 
running into Lethbridge from the 
East came up for discussion Mr. 
Magrath presented the same 
argument, insisting that they 
should diverge so that one of them 
should take in the important 
settlement East of Warner, which 
is badly in need of railway facili- 
ties. Mr. Butler took that into 
his consideration.

‘THROUGH YELLOWHEAD. 
Hot Race for Passage Through the 


Mountains Now: On.. 


©The announcement recently made 
by the Grand Trunk Pacific manage- 
ment of that company’s intention to 
build a line down through British 
Columbia_to Vancouver at the ‘ear- 
liest possible: moment, is but a phase 
in an “exciting trace ‘for’ supremacy 
in ~which the engineers © of. three 
great transcontinental railroads ~ are 
seeking to outwit each: other.” This 
race is .between the ‘.Grand Trunk 
Pacific,. the Canadian Pacific, “and 
the Canadian Northern systems, each 
of which is trying fo capture ‘the 
most favorable route down: from’ the 
Yellowhead Pass to Kamloops, via 
the North Thompson river. This 
route. is said to-represent by far the 
easiest by which railway communi- 
sation can be established for ‘the first 
time between the northern and south- 
ern portions of British Columbia. - It 
18 one of primary importunce to both 

¢ Trunk Pacific and the 
Canadian Northern.in. gaining an en, 
trance to Vancouver and both. these 
companies have surveyors in the field 
engaged in a hot race. , 

They have now discovered that the 
Canadian Pacific Railway \is' taking a 
conspicuous part in the game, and 
does not intend to sit quietly by-and 
see its two great rivuls extending 
their lines: into its. stronghold in 
fouthern ‘British Columbia: and Van- 
couver. _Those familiar with the his- 
tory of the C.P.R.. will remember that 
when the original 'ine was being con- 
structed through that province, a 
right of way was cut along: the North 
Thompson river’s east bank as far 
us Little Fort, and was afterwards 
abandoned, even although telegraph 
wires had- been strung for the. great- 
er part of the distance. . This ‘sume 
survey extended through the « Yel- 
lowhead Pass. . 

The charter for ‘building this line is 
still in existence, and C.P.R. engi- 
neers are now -engaged in checking 
off the old line along the east side of 
the river, with ‘a-.view,-to building 
up from Kamloops to the Yellow- 
head Puss, and thence east to Ed- 
monton. It is said that the C.P.R. 
intends to commence construction 
within two months under the charter 
in its possession.

And 
in view of-the appalling blunders of 
U.8. engineers in carrying out work 
in the Dominion, -it is high time that 
Canada began to look at home for the 


professional engineering commodity. 


Even the work now going on under 
the Board of Engineers appointed to 
deal with ,the Quebec Bridge prob- 
lem, which was brought about b 
the muddling policy of U.8. engt- 
necrs,: is. being carried out by men 
from Chicago with imported machin- 
ery.. And in one department of the 
G.T.P. Railway alone, which em- 
ploys a staff of 56 engineers, no fewer 
than 40 ere foreigners. We confess 
that we should like to see Canada 
more self-reliant with regard to engi- 


| neering advice and application, espe- 


cially in view of the fact that many 
Canadian engineers of extreme abil- 
ity in very many lines are quite cap- 
able of undertaking this work.—Stand-

Memorial to Sir &. L. Tilley. 

The city of St. John, N.B., is to 
crect a statue cf Sir Samuel Leonard 
Tilley formerly Lieutenant-Governor 
of that province and one of the fath- 
ers of Confederation.

The University Railway. 
Btra‘hcona, the city in which the 
new University of Alberta is to be lo- 
cated, owes its success very largely 
to the Canadian Pacific Ruilway, 
which retained it as terminal for the 
Calgary ani Edmonton branch. Ed- 
monton is just cn the other side of 
the river, and the forthcoming erec- 
tion of a high-level bridge by the 
C.P.R. next September will make the 
two cities practically one. Both the 
bridge and the University are estimat- 
ed to cost the same amount, namely, 
$1,500,000 each, to build, and it is dif- 
ficult: to tell which will do more for 
the material prosperity of the dis- 
trict. The other new university, for 
the Province of Saskatchewan, is to 
be located at Saskatoon, another 
Canadian Pacific town. -

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THE RIGHT TO STRIKE. 


Noteworthy Labor Decision by Brit- 
. ish Columbia Judge. ° 


The Supreme Court of British Col- 
umbia, . sitting © .at “Vancouver, . has 
handed down a decision in an appe 
case that is of ‘great interest, The 
plaintiff in the case wus a_stone- 
cutter from England, who applied for 
membership in the union and: obtain- 
ed certain. work at the trade as 4 
test’ of ccmpetency. He objected ta 
the test on the ground that the work 
was different from’ what he was ac- 
customed to, and-he was refused ad- 
mission to the union. The men work- 
ng with him’ notified the employer 
that they would not’ work with him, 
thus forcing his discharge to avert a 
strike. The stenecutter* sued the 
union, through its secretary, for dum- 
ages for loss of employment: and waa 
successful in the  Jower court. On 
appeal the legality of the’ union’s ac- 
tion was upheld and the <activn ‘dis- 
missed. -The chief. justice’s. upinion, 
both in its spirit and decisivns, has 
such bearing upon recent Jadicial ut- 
terances_and judgments in, notorious 
labor cases that it is worthy of note: 

In no case is there a grenter obliga- 
tion on the court to be alert in main- 
taining the rights of both prrties than 
in that origineting in trade or labor 
disputes, in none is it more diffi¢ult 
for the court to satisfy all persons 
that it has lived up to the time hon- 
ored tradition that it holds an even 
scale. 

It ennnot be disputed that a body 
of workmen may, for the protection of 
their trade and the promotion of their 
interests, associate themselves togeth. 
er and prescribe conditions for the 
admission or rejection of others to the 
association, and, if any condition ap- 

ears to gork hardship by-resulting 
in the rejection of any applicant, 
there is no remedy by which that 
body can be forced to associate them- 
selves with the applicant. 

Similarly any body of men. may de- 
cide for themselves the conditions un- 
der which they will agree to render 
service, to whom and with whom, and 
this involves the proceeding that they 
may quit an employer’s service, hav 
ing due regard to existing contracts, 
if the- conditions: of employment are 
such as dissatisfy them. It makes 
no difference in. their legal rights if 
they complain of such a condition as 
the employment of another who does 
not see eye to eye with themselves. 
They cannot be denied the right to 
settle for themselves whether they 
shall remain in the same employment, 
for, with one or two apparent exce 
tions, a legal act does not become il- 
legal merely because done with ques- 
tionable motives.

OFFICIAL CROP REPORT 


CENSUS DEPARTMENT GIVES 
SOME INTERESTING FACTS 


eo 
Reports Received From all Over Can- 
ada as to the Condition of the Crops 
are Highly Satisfactory—Increased ; 
Area Sown in Wheat, there being 
1,254,000 Acres More in Western 
Provinces than Last. Year 
. Ottawa.—The census and statistics 
office has just issued a report on the 
crop and live stock of Canada as.re- 
ported at date of June 15. In all parts 


of Canada farm operations have been 
delayed this year. The months of 
April and May were cold and wet and 
farmers were able to get on to the 
land late and at intervals. Where fall 
wheat had been sown it suffered in- 
jury from hard frosts, and spring 
operations on the land have been two 
to three weeks later thin usual. Yet 
the reports from all the provinces are 
very satisfactory. Grain crops and 
grasses are growing thriftily, and ex- 
cept in some localities of the Maritime 
provinces, where the rainfal' has been 
light, there is promise of an «-xcellent 
harvest. 

Wheat, the great staple crop of the 
country, has a reported area of 7,750,- 
400 acres, which is 1,140,000 acres more 
than last year. In the Maritime prov- 
inces and Quebec there is little change 
but in Ontario the area is less by 
106,000 acres, of which 88,300 is in fall 
wheat. Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta show an area of 6,878,000 acres, 
being 1,254,000 acres more than last 
year. The condition of fall wheat at 
15th of June was 82.15, and of spring 
wheat 92.15 per cent. of the standard 
for a full crop. 

The area of oats in the Dominion is 
9,302,000 acres, which ‘is 1,361,000 acres 
more than last year, and its condition 
is reported as 92.31 per cent. 

Barley, the cereal crop next in im- 
portance, has a total area of 1,864,900 
acres, or 119,200 acres more han last 
year, and its condition is 91.40 per 
cent. 

The province showing the largest 
area of oats is Ontario, with 3,142,200 
acres, and also the largest area of hay 
and clover, with 3,535,000 acres Que- 
bec is next highest in hay and clover, 
with 2,923,000 acres. This province has 
also 1,574,000 acres in oats. Saskatch- 
ewan has 1,847,000 acres in oats, Mani- 
toba 1,390,000 acres, and Alberta 820,- 
000 acres. 

In three maritime provinces the 
total area in oats is. 529,000 acres. At 
the end of June, 1906, there were 122,- 
398 farms in the provinces of Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, and 
at the end of 1908 the homesteads 
entered, less all cancellations, in 
creased the number to 190,234, or by 
10,853,760 acres. 

In Manitoba the net increase of the 
two and one-half years was 44,393, in 
Saskatchewan 41,423, and in Alberta 
22,020, but these figures do not take 
account of farm lands purchased from 
railway companies and other corpora- 
tions in the same period. 

The large increases in Saskatche- 
wan have been in the regions south of 
the main line of the Canadian Pacific 
railway and in the western and 
northern districts. In Alberta they 
have been made south of the Canadian 
Pacific railway -and in the eastern 
ranges of townships north of the rail- 
way. The drought of .summer and 
autumn was less severe last year than 
in 1907, but it had the effect of again 
reducing the number of farm anima]s 
in the older provinces. In the whole 
of Canada horses exceed the number 
of last year by 14,324, whilst milch 
cows are less by 68,440; other horned 
cattle by 245,057; sheep by 126,014. and 
swine by 457,349. The largest falling 
off in the east occurred in Quebec and 
Ontario. In Quebee milch cows are 
less by 28,317; other horned cattle by 
45,705; sheep by 30,650, and swine by 
81,294. In Ontario horses are less by 
38,018; milch cows by 41,268; other 
horned cattle by 144,665; sheep by 
86,685, and swine by 361,618. 


inspection of all Meat 


Ottawa.—Sir Wilfrid and Hon. Syd- 
ney Fisher, minister of agriculture, 
were waited upon by a deputation re- 
presenting the leading meat concerns, 
who discussed with the ministers the | 
administration of the pure food act. 

The deputation urged upon the gov- 
ernment the necessity for co-operating 
with provincial legislatures in bring- 
ing into effect an act to supplement 
the existing federal legislation. 

It was pointed out that the federal 
act only deals with firms doing an in- 
ter-province or export business, and 
that there was a necessity for similar 
regulations to control the packing in- 
dustries only doing a local trade. 

Another question discussed was that 
of compensation for animals seized. 

Sir Wilfrid and Mr. Fisher promised 
to use their influence to bring about 
an enactment of the supplementary 
laws suggested by the deputation. 


Railways’ Inducements to Patrons 


Chicago.—-Competition between west- 
ern railroads for the bulk of travel to 
the  Alaska-Yukon exposition in 
Seattle has reached another notch in 
the announcement that all limited 
trains will be supplied with phono- 
graphs for the entertainment of pas- 
sengers. On the dozen new trains put 

- on recently by the railroads other 
unique bids for patronage were made. 
One was a table d’hote meal for $1, 
beginning with cocktail and ending 
with a costly perfecto cigar. Another 
toad then announced the provision of 
wcemen stenographers and a clothes 
pressing attachment free of charge. 


Colonizing Near Calgary 

Calgary.—A huge colonizing scheme 
inaugurated by the International Or- 
der of the Knights of Columbus has 
ended in this society purchasing 25,000 
acres of irrigated lands in the vicinity ! 
of Calgary, which will he immediately | 
thrown open to Catholic colonists on 
the most attractive terms. 

Messrs Coughlin and Hayden, who 
made the deal on behalf of the Kn‘ehtg 
of Columbus, spent some time in look- 
ing over the country before buying eny 
property, and they hav2_ intimated 
that although the present purchase {s 
only 25.000 acres. more land will be 
ultimately acquired. 

The location is very close to Cal- 
gary, and the obiect of the scheme jis 
to form a huge Roman Catholic col- 
ony where the peonle will -have their 
own separate schools.

COMPLETING FORESTRY MAPS 


Department at Ottawa is Completing 
Comprehensive ‘Work in Map- 
ping Timber Reserves 


Ottawa.—The forestry branch of the 
department of the interior has recently 
issued the first sheets of a new “forest 
atlas,” which will include plans of 
the Dominion forest reserves, of which 
the surveys are now being carried on. 
The “legend” is now being sent out; 
this designates the marks used to de- 
note natural features, the different 
species of trees and the amounts of 
timber that can be obtained per acre 
from timbered areas, entries of various 
kinds, such as homesteads, mineral 
lands, ete., burns or brules, cuttings 
and gales, roads, trails, railways, can- 
als, flumes, telegraph and telephone 
lines, buildings, etc. One of the 
smaller forest reserves — that known 
as ‘‘The Pines,’”’ situated near Prince 
Albert, Sask.—has already been map- 
ped, and the map of the Riding moun- 
tain forest reserve, in northwestern 
Manitoba, is now in preparation. As 
surveys of the forest reserves and 
other forested districts are completed, 
maps of these will be prepared and 
added to the atlas. It is hoped that 
the general scheme of indicating in- 
formation, suc}i as the different colors 
for stands of timber of various densi- 
ties, and the other special signs 
adopted by the forest service of the 
Dominion may be put into general 
use throughout Canada, so that forest 
maps may be uniform in plan and 
may be easily compared. 


Czarts Pursuit After a Manitoba Man 


Winnipeg.—The famous legal case 
in which the Czar of Russia sought to 
recover through the Canadian courts 
at least a portion of the large sums 
stolen by Ivan Proskowreakopf, a de- 
faulting official who had been’ in 
charge of the administration of a 
trans-Caucasian province, has at last 
been settled by a mutual agreement, 
after nearly two years of litigation 
and an appeal to the supreme court. 

Proskowreakopf absconded and 
made his way to Canada via Japan, 
bringing with him a large amount of 
money, which he afterwards invested 
in Winnipeg real estate and western 
lands, and also purchased a stock of 
Oriental goods, preparatory to opening 
a business here. Later he was joined 
by Ana Zeman, supposed to be his 
wife, who was regarded by the police 
as a dangerous and uncompromising 
nihilist. 


Indians Sell 10,000 Acres 


Calgary.—The consummation of a 
deal with the Indians on the Hob- 
bema reserve, a few miles northeast 
of Ponoka, came a few days ago after 
negotiations that have been pending 
for years between the Dominion gov- 
ernment and the Indians. 

By this deal the Indians relinquish 
their right to 10,000 acres of land, 
which it is the intention of the gov- 
ernment to sell by auction. 

Dr. McDougall has been acting for 
the department in making the deal, 
and says that a preliminary payment 
of $11,000 has already been made to 
the Indians, and they will receive 
more after the sale. 

Surveyors have been put to work 
on the reservation, and as soon as 
their work is completed and a valua- 
tion made, the sale will be announced. 


Winter Wheat Reports 

Lethbridge.—Reports on winter 
wheat differ in. different localities. 
What there is is growing nicely; 
some of the more advanced is coming 
out in head. Most-of it is thrifty and 
strong. Frequent showers have done 
good, but the heavy rains will be of 
great benefit. A conservative esti- 
mate is that winter wheat will give 
an increase of about 60 per cent. over 
last year. 

Stettler—About one-third of the 
crop of winter wheat in this district 
has turned up good. In places where 
the crop was surrounded by brush the 
results have been best. Many farmers 
have resown the crop with spring 
wheat, and obtained good results. 

Fine for Uncle Sam 

Toronto.—‘‘Divided . jurisdiction in 
the conduct of fish and game matters 
during the past year has resulted in a 
destructive infraction of the laws of 
nature and common sense,”’ is the 
comment of Edward Tinsley, superin- 
tendent of the Ontario game and fish- 
eries department, in a report. 

The superintendent expressed  sur- 
prise and indignation at the draft of 
the proposed fisheries treaty. It would 
be satisfactory to Americans to be al- 
lowed to come into the waters of the 
Dominion without restriction. 


Men to Get Support 


Calgary.—Now that the operators 
have rejected the finding of the con- 
ciliation board and the miners have 
accepted it, the latter will be financed 
by the International board in a con- 
tinuance of their strike. This is ac- 
cording to the promise of the Interna- 
tional made some time ago. 

The effect of this course will be to 
greatly strengthen the hands of the 
strikers and postpone a settlement in- 
definitely unless the operators recede 
rom their position. 


After Cannibal 


Quebec.—The attorney-general’s de- 
partment at Quebec has ordered an 
attempt to be made through Indians 
who go into the woods of the Chiboug- 
amoo district to find out if the 
Frenchman Bernard, who is supposed 
to have murdered and eaten his guide, 
Auguste Lemieux, during the winter 
of 1907, is hiding himself among the 
Indians of Hudson Bay, or if dead. A 
reward has been promised to the men 


who will give definite news about 
Bernard.

ATTRACT ATTENTION

Visitors are Impressed. with the Fact 
that Canada Occuples an Import- 
“ant ‘Place. in the World of Com- 
— merce—Panoramic Views Depicting 
Many Scenes Characteristic of the 

. Country : ; 
Seattle —"The Lady of the Snows” 
is shown to be a misnomer when ap- 
plied to Canada by tite bountifulness 
of her land as illustrated in the Cana- 
dian building at the Alaska-Yukon 
Pacific exposition. “Lady Bountiful” 
is apparently much more appropriate, 


judging from what is to be seen in}. 


the building. ‘ : 

Although in one of the smaller build- 
ings, the commissioners have s0 ar- 
ranged the exhibits and the data re- 
lating to them that the visitor cannot 
help but be impressed with the fact 
that’ Canada occupies an important 
place in the world of commerce, and 
supplies much of the necessities of 
life. 

Three large cases in the centre of 
the building show what the ‘country 
produces in mineral wealth; exhibits 
of nickle, asbestos, tin, corudum and 
of the common’ ores, gold, silver and 
copper and ledd are to be seen. Tab- 
lets inform the sightseer that 6 per 
cent. of the world’s supply of nickle 
and 90 per cent. of the gupply of as- 
bestos is produced in Canada. There 
are tablets relating to every exhibit in 
the building. 

At the farther end of the building 
from the entrance is a large panorama 
depicting scenes characteristic of the 
country, from a farm scene to forestry 
and mining. In the foreground are 
numerous wild animals, conveying an 
idea of the sport that is to be had and 
also of the value of the fur trade for 
which the Dominion has been noted 
since the days of the pioneer trappers. 

Along the sides of the building are 
other booths showing Canada’s pro- 
ducts and activities. In one of these 
is a mountain and river scene, with 
living beavers in the foreground. This 
exhibit lends color to the -impression 
that every living thing in Canada is 
busy, and recalls the phrase ‘‘busy as 
beavers” In the same booth is the 
display of wood pulp and the pro- 
cesses through which it must go before 
being turned into newspaper material. 

Relating to Canada are the exhibits 
of the Grand Trunk and Canadian Pa- 
cific railways. As their lines tap 
mostly Canadian territory, naturally 
they display products and photographs 
of scenes in that country. The Grand 
Trunk has a neat little building near 
the Dominion building, and the Can- 
adian Pacitic has half of one side in 
the agricultural building. The wood- 
work is of native mahogany and bird’s 
‘eye maple, which makes a very. at- 
tractive front. 

Probably the first exclamation of 
every visitor to the world’s fair has 
been of astonishment at the beauty of 
the grounds and the natural scenery. 
“Moet beautiful” has this exnosition 
rightly been called, and with the com- 
pleteness of its exhibits it will re- 
main in exposition history for years as 
one of the leaders. Winnipeg will 
have to work hard to rival the world’s 
fair in Seattle. 

Canada is to vlay an important part 
at the exposition at the time of the 
live stock show here in Sentember. 
Blooded stock from many Canadian 
ranches will be on exhibition, and as- 
sociations of Canada have put up 
prizes of medals, cups and cash. 


Indians in the Mountains 


Victoria, B. C.—Reports as to the 
Indian trouble at Hazelton are re- 
garded here as grossly exaggerated. 
While the provincial police have re- 
ported to headquarters here, word 
comes indirectly, and is not regarded 
as anything like as serious as_ re- 
ported. 

Indian Agent Loring, who .is re- 
ported as wanting mounted police, 
has not reported anything to the 
Indian department at headquarters 
here. The Indians in the district are 
always somewhat suspicious, and the 
influx of whites, with the indiscre- 
tions which follow, may have aroused 
a little trouble, but nothing serious is 
expected. 


Tuberculosis Increasing 


New York.—An alarming increase in 
tuberculosis in this city was: revealed 
by Robert W. Hebbard, commissioner 
of charities. The commissioner de- 
clared he was taking care of 600 more 
people a day than he was ao year ago, 
and that by the end of the year the 
figures would be 1,000. These figures 
came out at the meeting of the board 
of aldermen. ‘‘We have about 1,000 
tuberculosis cases. When I have the 
necessary buildings there are 2,000 
cases more to be looked after,” said 
Mr. Hebbard. 


Should Canadian Troops Visit U.S.? 


Ottawn.—The Morning Citizen (Con- 
servative) supports the militia depart- 
ment in its new policy of discouraging 
military units from visiting United 
States on July 4. It says the action of 
Canadian troops in assisting to cele- 
brate a successful revolution against 
British arms might be misconstrued, 
and it is certainly not appropriate 
that British troops should take part 
in such celebrations. 


Betting in South Africa 


Pretoria.—A bill, which has been 
gazetted, will shortly be introduced by 
the attorney-general dealing with 
horse racing and betting and aiming 
at preventing the dissemination of 
betting informations The proposals 
include licensing race courses and the 
prohibition of racing in the Witwaters- 
rand and Pretoria districts, except on 
Saturdays and public holidays. 


C .P. R. Bridge Completed 


Lethbridge, Altn.—The steel work on 
the big C. P. R. bridge here is com- 
pleted, and a train went across just 
one-half day less than a year from 
the commencement. The work was 
much faster than expected. Only one 
fatal and one minor accident occurred 
during all of the work. The bridge 
will likely be opened early in July. 


. Change in Route 

Ottawa.—The minister of raiiways 
has approved of the route map of the 
G. T. P. branch line from Regina to 
North Portal, and the C. N. R. branch 
from Maryfield to Lethbridge. The 
latter line is directed to pass through 
Carlyle, Sask., instead of through 
Manor, which wanted the line.

BUSINESS MEN KICK AT BUDGET 


Claim it Would Discourage Enterprise 
and Prove Injurious to Coun- - 
“try'’s Commerce 

London.—Supporting the letter pro- 
testing ‘against the. provisions of the 
budget signed by nearly forty London 
bankers’and‘ merchants and sent to 
Premier Asquith, May 14, there was a 
great meeting in the city recently at 
which it was resolved that the “main 
proposals of the budget weaken se- 
curity. in all. priyate property,’ dis- 
courage enterprise and would prove 
seriously: injurious to the commerce 
and industry of the country.”’ ; 

The gathering, which. numbered 
nearly 1,000 persons, was thoroughly 
representative of all phases of. city: 
life. -It was also wholly non-political, 
and many of the most prominent men 
present were radical. 

Lord Rothschild presided. .He said 
that the meeting was due to the un- 
satisfactory reply of Premier Asquith 
to their representations of May 14, 
and that it was decided to make.quite 
clear -that the city objected. to the 
budget proposals, which introduce an 
innovation in the history of English 
finance. 


Imperial Unity Question 


Edinburgh.—Speaking at a luncheon 
given the visiting press delegates by 
the Students’ Union, Rev. Dr. J. A. 
MacDonald, Toronto, said the question 
of imperial unity had been settled by 
their conference. In replying to the 
lord provost’s welcome, Dr. McDonald 
pointed out the significance of con- 
cluding their tour at the capital of the 
unconquered Scottish people. They 
were proud of what Scotland and 
Edinburgh had done for the liberty of 
the world and the strength of the over- 
seas. The press would fight to give 
the common man a chance, and fight 
if necessary against the tyrannous, as 
their ancestors had fought against 
kings. He invited the British people 
to fill the great lands of the overseas 
dominions, where they were wanted to 
build democracies, free and strong, 
that would cling to the old home land. 


New Zealand Backing Out 


Ottawa.—The departinent of trade 
and commerce has definitely decided 
to discontinue the subsidy to the 
Allan Steamship company, which has 
been paid during the past two years 
for service from the Pacific coast to 
New Zealand. The subsidy was -for 
$100,000, each country contributing 
half. New Zealand declined to renew 
the subsidy, and in view of the exist- 
ing trade conditions the Canadian 


government does not consider it ad-} 


visable to maintain the service alone. 
It is pointed out that 90 per cent. 


of Canada’s trade with New Zealand. 


goes via New York and the remaining 
10 per cent. can be handled via San 
Francisco. Experience of the past 
two years has been that it has cost 
Canada $1 for every $7 gained in 
trade. - .

Baron 
Chitton, for such is his new name, 
leaves shortly for the Old Country to 
claim his fortune. Solicitors of the 
family have written Brough and sent 
him .suff'yient money to travel home 
in a style befitting his new position.

Toronto Colonel Speaks on’ Imperial 

> Defence at a London Club Dinner, 
‘and. Delivers Some. Candid. Re- 
marks—Believes People of Canada 
are in Advance of. their Politicians 
in Matters -of, Imperial Defence 


London.—The Imperial defence con- 
ference opens ‘this week, and’ Lord 


Milner, speaking onthe subect at the L 


Compatriots’ ‘club dinner, observed 
that~ the ‘dominions. overseas meant 
business; and:if more courageous and 
more comprehensive - proposals were 
made by the home government, the 
more likely they would-be to succeed. 
To each dominiyn ‘overseas must. be 
assigned some vitally important bene- 
fit and function in the general scheme 
of defence. yd 

Lieut.-Col. .- Denison, ‘of Toronto, 
speaking as a. guest of the club,’ in 
‘responding to the toast of his health, 
said Canada felt the time had come 
for something to be done.’ He thought 
Canada should be represented in the 
front line of battle with the finest 
ships that could be built. If Canada 
could not build Dreadnoughts now 
she could pay for them, She could 
better afford to double. her debt. than 
run the risk of seeing the empire go 
under. Canada .should also train a 
naval reserve of. 10,000. men. Cann- 
‘dians were’ far in advance of . their 
politicians, who were afraid of their 
own shadows. A Canadian navy would 
be popular with professional politi- 
cians, for it would give them great 
patronage to control. 


Criticism of Manufacturers 


Ottawa.—A. W. Donley, Canadian 
trade commissioner in Mexico, hands 
out a warm criticism of Canadian 
manufacturers and their methods of 
doing business in a report just re- 
ceived at the trade and commerce de- 
partment. _ 
~ According ‘to Mr. Donley our manu- 
facturers are “‘anaemic”’ and “‘provin- 
cial’ and fail utterly to appreciate the 
fertile field for trade in Mexico. There 
is no‘excuse for.this,-he says, in- view 
of the fact that Mexican imports are 
steadily growing, and Canadian manu- 
factured products are similar to those 
of the United States, a country which 
supplies sixty per cent. of everything 
imported -by Mexico. 

“The Canadian manufacturer,” says’ 
Mr. Donley, ‘‘fails to recognize that no 
country gets: a. preference/so far as 
tariff is concerned,’ and he adds, ‘‘it 
would be well, too, if he would get rid 
of the idea that he is conferring any 
‘special favor or compliment upon the 
merchants here when he offers to let 
them buy his goods.” 

Apparently Mr. Donley does.not see 
much hope for a development in_im- 
ports of Canadian manufactured ‘goods 
into Mexico until Canadians follow 
the example of their American cousi.s, 
who either have resident agents in 
the country or send travellers there 
occasionally and advertise fully in the 
Mexico press. 


Jap Ships at Vancouver. 

€n Monday; May 10, the Jupauese 
gunboats Soya and Aso dropped an- 
chor in Vancouver harbor. Both 
ships were originally built and own- 
ed by the Russian Government. They 
ate armored cruisers of the second 
class, and at the breaking out of the 
Russo-Jupan war were in the harbor 
of Chemulpo, Korea. On-.the day 


‘|war was declared a number of Japan- 
_|ese war vessels appeared off the -har- 


bor, and the Russian commander re- 
ceived a formal communication from 
the Japanese commander to surrend- 
er immediately. Instead of yielding 
to this.demand, the ships were pre- 
pared for-action, and, steaming ont 
of the harbor, engaged in the “first” 
naval battle of the war. Their de- 
feat was not in question from the 
first, and it took but half an hour 
to put them out of fighting order. 
They retreated in a battered condition 


-|to the harbor, and sank at their an- 


chornge. Under’) the’ Russian flag 
these ships were known as the Kor 
eetz and Varyag. Before the comple- 
tion of the war the vessels were ‘rais- 
ed, refitted and helped fight under 
the banner of the Rising Sun. 


May Become Premier. 

One of the best posted ‘men ‘on poli- 
tical affairs in~Canada, Alex. Smith, 
former Liberal organizer, states that 
there is a great future ahead of W.:L. 
Mackenzie King, and that it was with 
this view that Sir Wilfrid “Laurier 
has made him a:member of his Gov- 
ernment. Successful as Mr. King 
has been up .to. the present, Mr. 
Smith states it is doubtful if he 
would at this eurly stage of his Par- 
liamentary career, and at the age of 
thirty-four, be a member of the Cabi- 
net unless the future of which Mr. 
King gives high promise held strong 
sway on the mind and judgment of 
Bir Wilfrid Laurier. 

“There is no doubt,” said Mr. 
Smith, “that in making his choice of 
Minister of Labor, Sir Wilfrid had in 
view his cwn career, and particular- 
ly that portion of it at the time Alex- 
ander Mackenzie invited him to a 
seat in his Cabinet at the age of 
thirty-five. By choosing young Lau- 
tier, Alexander Mackenzie enhanced 


with similar hopes Sir Wilfrid has 
now chosen Mr. Mackenzie King.” 


Opening Up Northern Ontario. 


Mr. Frank Moberly. the railway 
tngineer, is a firm believer in the fu- 
jure of Far Nerthern Ontario, writes 
yur Toronto correspondent.

Take the great item of wheat, for 
instance. In. 1900, the totu}] wheat 
production in all Canada was 47,867,- 
917° bushels, of which only 17,000,000 
was grown west of the Great Lakes. 
Canada’s. production of 


bushels, ‘of which |. 105,613,454" were 
grown in the western ‘provinces. The 
acreage under‘:crop in 1900. was 
1,870,260, but in 1908 it had_risen to 
6,813,020". -The greatest development 
has .taken place in. Saskatchewan. 
There in 1905 the crop ‘acreage under 
wheat) waa only. 1,130,084; last yeur 
it was 3,703,663 acres. : 
Saskatchewan: is. rapidly .. beating 
Manitoba as thé granary of the West. 
Three years ago Manitoba produced 
55,761,416 bushels of wheat as against 
26,107,286 in Saskatchewan; but last 
year Saskatchewan prodtced 50,654,- 
629 bushels as compared with 49,654,- 
629 by Manitoba. . 
And while “wheat is king,”’ the de- 
velopment: of the West is shown by 
the figures that, whereas in 1900 the 
total production of oats in all Can- 
ada was 108,015,481’ bushels, last 
var ‘the West alone grew 106,940,978 
ushels, while the total for all Can- 
nda was 254,616,670 bushels. In bar- 
ley, also, the~West is rapidly out- 
stripping the East. In 1900 all Can- 
nda produced 20,322,666 bushels of 
barley, last year the West alone pro- 
duced 23,636,646 bushels out of a to- 
tal ‘of 47,242,130 bushels. . 
Another significant illustration of 
the development of the West is the 
fact, that while in 1900 there were 
623 elevators with a capacity of 18,- 
879. bushels, last year there were 


1,354, with a capacity of 58,535,700

One more striking fact, and this 
attempt to make a batch of figures 
interesting will be done. This is that 
the growth ofthe grain fields of the 
West has also meant an increase in 
Canadian .shipping. In. 1906 .the 
amount brought east by Oanadian 
vessels from Port Arthur and Fort 
William was 34,634,671 bushels; last 
year. it was 48,309,104. -In the same 
period the. increase carried by Unit- 
ed, States ‘vessels amounted only to 
a little over two million bushels. 


The Mining Man: and His Wad. 
‘These practical mining men have 
some curious experiences at times 
during their jaunts about the north 
country. Mr. G. W. Raynor, of the 
Macdonald-Raynor mines, was com- 
ing down the Montreal river recent- 
ly, north of Gowganda, in a canoe 
with one companion, -when they ran 
on a submerged tree and upset. The 
bow, man could not swim but man- 
aged to get hold of the overturned 
canoe and climbed on top. Raynor 
got hold of one end, and, swimming 
on his back, succeeded in towing the 
whole outfit to the bank. The axe 
and frying pan and ‘several -other 
valuable articles were lost, however, 
including a roll. of bills, secured with 
an elastic band, which floated away 
during his squirming in the water. 

They spread out the blankets to 
dry in the sun, and, having wrung 
the water out of their outer gur- 
ments, were running up and down the 
lundseape to dry the rest of them. 
Raynor was 100 yards down the 
stream, keeping an eye out for any- 
thing which might have. floated, 
when he espied his roll of bills cling- 
ing by a slender hold to a branch of 
cedar a few yards out from the shore.

he remarks philosophically that not 
every fifty dollars lost in these parts 
during the last two weeks were 80 
easily regained. 


Westerners Buy Autos. 

More .than 300 automobiles, repre- 
senting approximately $450,000, have 
been sold and delivered by local gar- 
ages this season in the prairie pro- 
vinces—the most phenomenal - spring 
trade growth that the motor-propel- 
led vehicle has met with in Western 
Canada. Cars of all makes, powers, 
and varieties are flooding the market. 
It has been the most prosperous sea- 
son in the history of the trade, and 
agents are not meeting half as much 
difficulty.in selling cars as they are 
in securing an adequate supply from 
the -various factories. That the pro- 
verbial animosity toward the motor 
of those who ba Wy Pe in agricultural 
ursuits is a-dead letter is evidenced 


by the fact that this spring more 


than twenty-five cars have been ship- 
ped out of Winnipeg to various Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan farmers.

GET READY! Similarity of Canadian and 


American Governing Bodies. 


A STUDY FOR AMERICANS. 


Ottawa, May , 24 Tite Can- 
adian West contains thousands 
of new Canadians who. have 
entered it from the United States. 
Thess men are anxious to be 
good Canadians, and one of the 
thing which, they may find it 
difficult, to. understand, is the 
Canadian as opposed to the 
American constitution. The ex- 
istence of a Premier and:of a 
Leader of the Opposition, for 
example, hae no parallel in the 
American: politics, and the two 


x posts spring from deepseated 


differences between the two 
methods of governing. Yet the 
two constitutions in some respects 
are alike, and it may -prove use- 
ful to vdntrast the two’in a series 
of ‘letters. 

The two constitutions are alike 
in one great respect. Both.are 
Federal constitutions. The Amer- 


_|can Union is composed cf a num- 


ber of States, each with its Legis- 
lature. The American State has 
certain powers reserved to it; so 
has the Candian Province. The 
American National Government 
has certain powers of its own; so 


‘has the Domirioh Government in 


Canada....The Canadian consti- 
tution being ‘the newer, it has 
profited by the American ex- 
ample; Sir John Macdonald, the 
great. 

Conservative Statesman estab- 
lished the Canadian confederation 
on lines not unlike those on which 
Alexander Hamilton wished to es- 
tablish the United States consti- 
tution. In the main the Dominion 
Parliament ‘has greater powers 
thanare entrusted to the American 
Congress. In some cases, how- 
ever, the Canadian Provinces are 
better off than the American 
States; for example, the astern 
Provinces and British Columbia 
own their public lands, timbers, 
minerals, etc., Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta being the 


“}only Provinces whose public do- 


main is managed from the Federal 
Capital; and it is well known that 
it is part. of the Conservative 
policy to grant the public domain 
to these three prairie Provinces. 

The Canadian and the American 
constitutions are alike in this, 
that both are written. The British 
Constitution is unwritten; some 
parts of it are to be found in old 
documents, such as the Great 
Charter signed by King John at 
Runnymede in 1615; odd parts of 
it are to be found in Acts: of 
Parliament here and there; and 
there are parts of it, such as the 
Cabinet system, for which not a 
vestige of law exists. The British 
constitution has grown exactly as 
the men who did the‘public busi- 
ness of the country found it con- 
venient; and it still is growing. 
The American Constitution ig 
written, and is ironclad; still, it 
has seen chances, such as the 
fact which the Civil War_estab- 
lished, that no State can secede; 
and the doctrine that a President 
must not hold office for longer 
than eight years is a sort of un- 
written development. 

The Canadian constitution is 
midway between‘the British and 
the American in this respect. 
Like the American, it has a 
written framework which defines 
its federal part—tells what powers 
the Dominion shall have and what 
powers belong to the Provinces; 
but when we come to the actual 
way in which the Federal Parlia- 
mentor the Provir.cial Legislature 
do their work, it is unwritten,like 
the British. 

There are other resemblances, 
which we may describe, thus :— 

1. The head of the Nation under 
our Canadian constitution is the 
Crown, represented by the Gov- 
ernor-General; the head of the 
Nation under the Amerisan con- 
stitution is the President. 

2. Canada and the United States 
each has its Senate, or Upper 
House. 

3. Canada and the United States 
each has its Lower House; in 
Ganada.it is called the House of 
Commons, in the United States it 
ie called the House of Represen- 
tatives. ‘ 

Now that we have these great 
resemblances, we can_ notice 
some of the differences. 

It may seem odd to Americans, 
but the fathers of the United 
States constitution intended their 
constitution to be exactly like the 
British constitution, with the 
hereditary monarchy and aris- 
tocracy cut out. As we have seen 
they set up an elective president 
instead of a monarch, and an 
elective senate instead of a House 


™ | of Lords, and the House of Com- 


mons they reproduce quite faith- 
fully in the House of Represen- 
tatives. They made one change, 
which to them probably seemed 
slight; but it made all the differ- 
ence. They ordained ‘that the 
Ministers who were to keep the 
Chief Executive, the President, 
to do the business of the country, 
and to carry out the laws, should 
not ait in Congress. In England 
when the American constitution 
was made it had been the custom 
for some time for the King’s 
Minister’s, who managed the 
country’s business much as 
American Cabinet Ministers do, 
to eit in Parliament.
